college, Clinton, N. Y., her.e today. 


The report said the colleges from 


whfch this average was obtained are: 
Amherst, Bowdoin, Brown, ,Bryn 
Mawr. Columbia, Dartmouth. Hamil- 
ton, 
Harvard, Mount Holydke, Ober- 


Jin, Princeton, Smith. Stranford, Wet- 
sley, Wesley an, Williams, Wisconsin, 


and Yale. The tables presented show- 
ed in percentage the proportion ot the 
total number, of hours taken in each 
subject to toe total number of noun* 
taken in all subjects. The results 
were presented in general for under- 
graduates in the schools of liberal 
arts and sciences only. The decline 
was from 24.98 to 21.84 per cent The 
largest decrease is shown at Wiscon- 
sin, followed by Yale, Columbia, 
Smith, Mt. Holyoke and Princeton in 
order. Columbia shows the largest in- 
crease In the science group, amount- 
ing to 15.47 per cent while it

Butchers Asked To 


Comply With the Law 


That all of the "Old West' and the 


days of the range has not passed from 
North Dakota was brought to light 
recently by the sending out from the 
office of the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Labor of a notice to the 
butchers of the state that they are 
expected to comply with the law con- 
cerning the reports upon the killing of 
branded cattle. The law requires all 
persons killing cattle for the sale of 
meats to keep a record, open to the 
state's attorney, of all branded cattle 
kille.d, with the name of the seller, 
point of purchase and description of 
the brand. Monttily repsfcMS^also are 
required for the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture. 


While the law is applicable to the 


entire state, its benefit applies more 
largely to the western pan of the 
state than elsewhere^ -Ths-nwner of 
branded cattle seldom sells except to 
the ultimate killer, this making it 
more easy to detect stealing or un- 
lawful killing of beeves.
